Boston, Mar. 3.— The last half of the 
session of the state house of representa- 
tives Tuesday was taken up with a dis- 
cussion of the Boston & Maine's bill, the 
question being on ordering it to-a third 
reading. At 4.25 o’clock the house ad- 
jourved without taking a vote. 

The bill was opposed by Mr. Parsons of 
Greenfield; who offered an amendment to 
prevent the purchase of stock in leased 
or operated rvads until after the railroad 
commissioners had determined that such 
purchase would not affect the rates to the 
public or accomodations and service for 
the same. ‘ ; 

Mr. Poor of Andover, for the railroad 
committee, came to the defense of the 
bill, claiming that the menace to the Bos- 
ton & Maine system was the aggregation 
of fixed charges and expenses, which, 
whéi, paid last year, left but a mere 
$35,000 to the good for the original corpo. 
ration.._Had not the Boston & Maine 
management, with consummate foresight, 
in 1898, when the financial crash had par- 
alyzed business, reduced dividends from 
8:to 6 per cent, the actual menace to the 
system might have been‘seen with disas- 
trous force, © 

Mr. Poor then went on to dispute the 
presence of any stock watering powers in 
the bill. This point had been most thor- 
oughly investigated, and remonstrants to 
the bill forced to admit there was noth- 
ing there to allow such practice. Capital- 
ization for the purpose of purchasing the 
shares could not- be taken-as stock water- 


ing. 

Regarding the amendment by Mr. Par: 
sons, Mr. Poor quoted from the last report 
of the railroad commissioners to show 
that, while the railroad capitalization of 
the state had more than doubled in the 
past 25 years, the rates for freight, and 
passenger traffic had fallen 19 and 30 per 
cent., respectively. Therefore, he saw no 
argument for the amendment, and hoped 
that it would be rejected.

P. F. Jernegan, a graduate of 
Philips Andover in 1886, a teacher at 
the institution from ’88 to ’90, and a 
graduate of Brown University in 1889 | 
and the Newton Theological Seminary, 
is making a fortune in Lubec, Me., by 
extracting gold and silver from the 
wa‘ers of Passamaquoddy. Bay. 

A company has been formed anda 
plant erected containing machinery in- 
vented by Rev. Mr. Jernegan. 

On. the fourth day, of February a 
hundred machines were: set at work, 
and results obtained that more than 
satisfied both inventors and stock- |. 
holders. Each machine was run on an 
average for sixty hours before the 
gold and silver was extracted. Not 
counting the latter metal, the plant is 
ylelding $125 a day, or $750 each week. 

he total outlay by the company has 
been a little less than $50,000, so that 
with the somewhat crude apparatus 
now employed, the investment is yield- 
ing.an income of something like 78 per 
cent, per year. 

The Boston Herald says: While pass- 
ing the summer on the shores of Nar- 
ragansett bay, recovering from an at- 
tack of fever, P. F. Jernegan, pastor 
of the First Baptist Church at Middle- 
town, Ct., a graduate of Brown Uni 
versity and of Newton Theological Sem- alle 
inary, came across the statement in Z\ 
scientific journals that the ocean held 
in solution vast. quantities of gold and 
silver.

warrant at least an attempt, and im- 
parted his plans to Mr. Fisher, his 
personal friend. They made hundreds 
of tests, from Nova Scotia to Tampa 
Bay, for overa year, and they found 
that all the waters of the oceans con- 
tain the same relative amount of gold, 
almost an even grain to a-ton of water. 

They obtained the use of the best 
laboratories and apparatus in England, 
and at the Isle ‘of Wight finally suc- 
ceeded in obtaining large quantities of 
the yellow metal, and at an expense 
that assured them that the work could 
be conducted on a large scale so as to 
prove a commercial success, 

Then they began ty search for a suit- 
able locality where the tides and nat- 
ural facilities were the most favorable. 
ied Horr that the highest tides in 
the United States occur. in Passama-’ 
quoddy bay, and that on the shores of 
North Lubec nature had provided just 
the place. A water privilege and the 
erection of a building began. 

Meantime these gentlemeb had suc- 
ceeded in interesting several business 
men of Connecticut and Massachusetts 
and a company was chartered under 
the name of the Electrolytic Marine 
Salts Company: 

A. B. Ryan, a wholesale jeweler of 
Middletown, Ct., was chosen president 
and a board of directors elected con- 
sisting of the following well known 
men of established business integrity: 
William R. Usher of Newburyport, 
Mass., A. P. Sawyer, who has been 
connected with the Bell Telephone 
Company, and is a large owner in the 
Linotype company; A. N. Pierson, 
florist of Cromwell, Ct., and the in- 
ventor, the Rev. P. Fk. Jernegan of 
Middletown, Ct. 

When the plant: was completed, the 
first of its kind ever built, machines 
were put in place, under cover of darh- 
ness. A long room beneath the wharf, 
80x30 feet, was securely planked in on 
all sides, divided into a hundred little 
rooms, each lined with galvanized iron, 
and in each place was placed a single 
machine, with s three inch pipe lead- 
ing into it from a common flume. The 
pond above the plant holds 50,060 tons 
of water every tide, and this is held 
back by gates acting automatically and 
delivering the salt water to each ma- 
chine as fast as it can work. 

If no improvements were to be 
made on the machines now in use, 
there could be a daily accumulation 
of over $10,000 in gold. Even at this 
rate there is not much danger of soon 
exhausting the supply, for every cubic 
mile of sea water contains $65.000,000 
worth of gold, and there are 300,000, 
000 cubic-miles of sea on the globe. 

The erection of a big plant to con- 
tain 1000.machines will be begun the 
Ist of April, and will-require the labor 
of 500 men for over e#ix months. As 
soon as the weather permits, work -will 
be pushed with all speed.

ANNUAL TOWN REPORT 


Interesting Facts and Figures Which it 
Contains. Recommendations of 
Selectmen. 


The following interesting facts and 
figures were taken from thé annual town 
report, issued by the Andover Press this 


week. ’ ; 
Richardson's Field. 


The. Park Commissioners report in re- 
gard to Richardson's tield, which contains 
155,542 square feet, that the owners ask 
seven cents per square foot for this land, 
The small lot of land owned by J. 
W. Berry at the northeast corner contain- 
ing upwards of 18,000 square feet, can be 
purchased for about $1,250. Upon the 
tigures above named the determination 
of the cost of the two lots is made easy 
and amounts to the somewhat large sum 
of $12,185.04. These prices might possi- 
bly, in case of an actual purchase, be 
very much reduced, aud, in case of a fail- 
ure between the Commissioners and the 
various Owners to agree upon a price, the 
land could be taken by right of eminent 
domain aud the final determination of 
price left to the award of a jury, and it: is 
highly probable that a jury would allow 
for both lots a value much below the 
above named. “ 

Considerable time has been devoted to 
plans looking toward the developement, 
of Richardson field either as a park or 
for playground purposes. The great ob- 
stacle to the developement of the tield 
ie, of course, the brook, and also the 
generally low condition of the Jand, 


which renders: it, at- certain seasons. of |. 


the year, almost impassable and which 
makes it generally moist. In order to 
drain the field it would be necessary un- 
doubtedly to lower the brook and change 
its course; but whatever is done by way 
of lowering the brook will have to be 
supplemented by raising the grade of the 
field, which can only be brought about 
by filling, and it is estimated by a com- 
petent engineer thaton the average the 


field should beefiled in about two feet 
above the present level. 
In order, however, to make Richardson 


field an ideal source of beauty to the 
town, it should be made a portion of the 
grounds surrounding the school build- 
ings on Bartlet Street, in order to adapt 
it peapreniy, to this purpose, the streét 
between Richardson field and the Punch- 
ard school field should be discontinued 
altogetber, or if not.discontinued should 
be raised up to such an extent as to 
make its existence there no detriment 
either to the beauty of the Richadson 
field or to its uses as a ball ground or 
general playground. For this purpose 
some considerable grading would be 
needed near the Punchard school, and 
the area of the park by the land taken 
from the Punchaad school field could be 
very much increased. 

The committee suggests that it would 
be ‘well for the town to seize the land 
and hold it for such improvement as in 
time it may be deemed wise to make. 


Police Matters. 


The Chief of Police reports the whole 
number of arrests for the year to be 72 
for the following causes: Assault and 
batterv, 5;~assault, -6;—-disturbing the 
peace, 3; drunkenness, 11; false pretenses, 
1; for°out-of-town officers, 2; insane, 3; 
illegal sale of liquor, 2; illegal keeping, 3; 
keeping unlicensed dog, 1; larceny, 3; 
malicious mischief, 1; polluting water, 4; 
safe keeping, 6; tramps, 3; trespass, 3; 
vagabonds. 2; vagrant, 1; violation of 
town by-laws, 7; violation of Lord’s day, 
4. 

Financial Statistics. 


For schools last year $20,000 was ap- 
propriated, the expenditure being $19991.- 
52, leaving a balance of $8.48. For school- 
houses all but 29 cents of the $2,500 ap- 
propriated was spent. There isa balance 
of $12.02 left over from the appropriation 
of $1500 for school books aad supplies. 
For highways and bridges $3400 Was ap- 
propriated, $900 received. for street 
sprinkling and $36refunded. The total 
amount was spent and $6.69 more. 

For removing snow $500 was appropri- 
ated and $555.31 spent. The sum of $1500 
set aside for sidewalks was increased to 
$2076.50 by reimbursements by abuttors. 
There was an overdraft of $71.90. Of 
the $600 set aside for Ridge Street $86.90 
remains unexpended There is a balance 
of $28.08 of the $4000 appropriated for 
Macadam roads. For town horses and 
drivers $3000 was appropriated and 
$2612.46 expended. There is a balance 
$964 04 of the’&5000 set aside for town of- 
ficers. Only $767.16 was spent of the 
$100 appropriated for the town house. 
‘The appropriation of $32,000. for the fire 
department was spent. -There is $22.14 
left of-the $2500 appropriated for the fire 
alarm. Of the $4100 appropriated for 
street lighting $3919.81 was spent. The 
appropriation of $1500 for miscellaneous 
expenses was overdrawn to the ameunt 


of $580.38. The value of the town prop~ 


erty is placed at $523,210. The total 
amount of taxes collected was $725,84.63, 
and the total amount left uncollected is 
$22,058.18. The town treasurer has 
$681.23 on deposit in the Andover Na- 
tional bank. $40.91 in cash and $2,667.39 
to the credit of the water loan.

Bow, Chin Sing, Chin’ Yee and 
Chin Jua the last of Boston, who were 
charged with being present at gaming 
onthe Lord’s day. All pleaded not 
guilty Patrolmen Devlin and Donovan 
had occasion to pass the laundry 102 
Essex street, conducted by Chin Quan, 
several times last night and they heard 
suspicious sounds which they reported 
to Captain Sullivan of the night watch. 
He investigated personally and decided 
to make a raid. Accordingly, about 
11.45 o’clock,- in company with Patrol 
man Devlin, Donovan, French and-Mc- 
Carlie, he swooped down upon the place 
and effected an entrance by breaking in 
the front door, ‘he Chinamen were 
completely taken aback and at the offi- 
cers’ appearance endeavored to hide in 
every conceivable place. 

An opium layout was found where 
the men had been sitting, also dominoes, 
dice and beads to be used as counters, 
The defendants claimed this morning 
that they were electing society officers 
and the incriminating articles found 
were to be used in the course of the 
balloting, Attorney J. P. Kane repre- 
sented the Chinamen. 

They were all fuund guilty and a fine 
of $5 was imposed on the proprietor, he 
having been before the court several 
times. The others were fined each $2. 
One Chinaman had $296 on his person; 
the remaining eleven had but $40 among 
them.

GLoucestER, March 2— Hope has 
given way tu despair, and it is believed 
by the owners of the Gloucester fishing 
schouner Grace L, Fears and the rela- 
tives of the crew that the vessel wiil 
neyer be heard of again, and that all 
hands “have been lost at sea. The 
schooner left this port for Newfound- 
land, where she was to get a load of 
frozen herring, on Dec. 9, The Fears 
called at Halifax and left that port Dec. 
9. On the morning of the next cay she 
was sighted by the Gloucester schooner 
Columbia, 35 miles from St.’ Pierre, 
Mig. Not long after on the samedaya ter 
rible. storm, one of the heaviest of the 
year, was. encountered. The storm 
lasted two days, and the Fears has not 
been reported since, Capt, Aiken was 
well known among fishermen, and was 
regarded as a brave and careful master. 
In 1873 he was presented with a gold 
watch and medal by the Uanadian gov- 
ernment for saving the crew of the Pic- 
tou, N.S., bark Helen Patterson. ‘lhe 
Grace L, Fears was built herein 1874, 
registered 88 tons.:an@ was owned, by 
Gardner & Parsons, The schooner and 
outfit were inevred for $8000. The crew 
consisted of the captain, mate, cook and 
four sailors.

DEATH OF LIEUT. CHIPMAN. * 


SaLeM, March 2—Lieut. Andrew A. 
Chipman, a veteran of the civil war, 
with an enviable record, died at his 
home yesterday noon after an illness of 
two years. He was born in Salem in 
1880, his -parents..being Mr. and Mrs. 
Andrew Chipman. He was educated 
in the public schools and subsequently 
learned the* tinsmith’s trade. At 
the breaking out of the rebellion 
he enlisted as a private in Co. D, 12th 
Massachusetts regiment, which was 
known as the Webster regiment,’ in 
April, 1861; and was discharged by 
order of the war department Aug. 18, 
1864. On Aug. 28, 1864, he re-enlisted 
and was mustered into service as first 
lieutenant in the 4th Massachusetts 
heavy artillery, and continued until the 
discharge of the regiment June 17, 1865, 
at the expiration of service.

ONE OF THE OLDEST CATHOLICS, 


HAVERHILL, Mar. 1—Edward Duffee, 
one of the oldest Catholic residents of 
this city, died yesterday morning at his 
home on Franklin street. He was born 
in Ireland in 1842, but emigrated. to this 
country whena mere youth, He first 
settled at Prince Edward Island, and 
came to this city in 1855. --He 
later married’ a sister of Judge Me- 
Cafferty of Lowell. Seven children 
and 15 —s grandchildren survive. 
Mr. Duffee- enjoyed the distinction of 
laying the first concrete ever seen in 
this country. During his earlier opera- 
tions in this line he held several pa- 
tents and was sued fur infringement by 
others who followed him in his.use of 
the compvsition. The courts decided he 
had prior rights and allowed him to 
continue, He has completed many no- 
table contracts, including the concret- 
ing of many streets in Dedham. The. 
most important achievement of his life 
was the invention of the rattan gas 
screens, which revolutionized the man- 
ufacture of illuminating gas, early in 
the '60’s. He was superintendent of 
the Haverhill gas works at the time, 
but resigned to manufacture the screens 
in 1870. Another achievement was the 
invention of colured concreting, which-+- 
he perfected for practical .use about 
four years ago,
